approved last fall. After that election, it was generally 
conceded that the voters knew little about the m any pro­ 
visions of the initiative. At that time this w riter recom­ 
mended a “no” vote on the proposition. I did not like some 
of its provisions which have brought about the new pen­ 
sion measure that will again be before the voters. I am 
making no recommendation on the new plan until further 
study. I do not like, however, the tactics of those who are 
opposing it. The voters were misled before—and will be 
again unless they give careful study to the literature 
issued by both sides. The Citizens committee for old age 
pensions is attempting to incite the people of this state 
against big corporations. There may be good and bad 
“big” corporations but everyone should recognize that it 
is the big corporations which have made this country 
strong. 
, 
In a vicious piece of literature, the so-called Citizens 
Committee pictures a w ar mother standing at the grave of 
her fallen son and asking the question: “Why do they hate 
me?” Phrased as a letter, the imaginary war m other says 
she learned what hate was when she applied for a pension. 
And the piece concludes: “My heart tells me that you will 
not listen to the lies and hate of big corporations. You 
don't hate me, do you?” 
W hen any group, no matter w hat cause they espouse, 
deliberately attempt to spread hatred among the people 
of this state, their objectives should be carefully scruti­ 
nized. 
W hat they are driving at, of course, is the fact that 
the new measure provides that the counties of the state 
assume their share of the pensions along with the state 
and federal governments just like they did before No. 4 
was passed. No attem pt is being made to evade or deny 
that fact that I know of. Why then, cannot the advocates 
of No. 2 state the facts and be satisfied? 
Corporations do not hate old people—and the person 
is hard to find who would deny the needy aged and blind 
adequate pensions. But there is a dangerous tendency in 
this country to shift responsibility of individuals to the 
government. Every effort should be made to encourage 
children to support aged parents if they can afford to 
do so, rath er than relieve them of all responsibility. This 
is something to think about too, in connection with the 
proposition.

Far Beyond Cathedral City 


If you should see them some 
Saturday night on the square 
dance floor, with their perfection 
of technique, grace and agility, 
it m ight not occur 1o you that 
Irving and Cornelia Jessey Suss- 
man rate high in the literary and 
dram atic roster of desert celeb­ 
rities. Their fame of course ex­ 
tends 
far 
beyond 
our 
desert 
boundary. The Sussmans moved 
to Cathedral City and bought a 
home in 1945. Irving taught E ng­ 
lish id the Palm Springs high 
school for several years. They 
now devote their entire time to 
writing, dram a, 
production 
of 
puppet shows and, genius being 
ever versatile, teaching square 
dancing. 
They 
organized 
and 
taught the 
first square dance 
group in this area. 
Mrs. Sussman, writing under 
her m aiden nam e Cornelia Jes­ 
sey, has just had 
her 
second 
hook, “Teach the Angry Spirit,” 
published. Last Sunday’s New 
York Times book section carried 
a very flattering review of which 
we quote one paragraph: "Cor­ 
nelia Jessey’s “Teach the Angry 
Spirit is a simply told, swiftly 
paced and profoundly moving 
story of the relationship between 
the Mexicans living in Los A n­ 
geles and their neighbors. No 
book with such a theme can es­ 
cape social overtones; but despite 
the authotr’s concern with some 
of our most difficult problems, 
this is neither a tract nor an ed ­ 
itorial. Her weapons are those of 
the storyteller: 
an engrossing 
narrative, a cast of fascinating 
characters, the 
translation 
of 
terms.” 
Mrs. 
Sussman’s 
first 


book, “The Growing Spirit,” was 
published in 1947 and received 
wide acclaim. She is at present 
working on a new psychological 
novel in which the characters 
develop in a desert setting. 
Mrs. Sussman has previously 
written a considerable collection 
of short stories and articles, and 
both Mr. and Mrs. Sussman have 
collaborated in w riting a series 
of one-act children's plays. Mr. 
Sussman is at present directing 
rehearsals of "The Man Who 
Came to Dinner.” to be produced 
in January at the Coachella Val­ 
ley Union high school by the 
Indio Dramatic Society. During 
November and December they 
are producing five puppet shows 
at thp El Paseo theater spon­ 
sored by the Palm Springs Girl 
Scouts. They design and make 
their own puppets, and Mr. Suss­ 
man 
is 
gaining 
considerable 
recognition 
as an 
impression­ 
istic painter. 
Mrs. Sussman has been invited 
by the PEN club to be a guest 
at their first weeting of the sea­ 
son in November in Los Angeles 
and will be a guest speaker at 
the Los Angeles Books and Au­ 
thors club luncheon in Decem­ 
ber. The Sussmans both hold an 
A.B. and M.A. from the Univer­ 
sity of California at Berkeley, 
where they met and married 
while still undergraduates.
